Early in IfMS, when the Russian ir»y occupied Budapest, Wallenberg left for 
Debrecen, Soviet headquarters, accangmoied by Russian soldiers, since then he 
has not officially been heard from or seen, although many prisoners released 
from the Gulag over the past almost forty years claim to lave seen or been in 
contact with him. 

As a world power which stands for individual rights end recognition, anc In 
the name of world hmaaaity. the Ueited States government should sake a 
concerted effort to seek collate and Incontrovertible evidence from the 
Soviet government as to the present whereabouts of Raoul Wallenberg, and. if 
he it still alive, demand his release and return home to his sister and 
brother tn Sweden.
